women who sat so quietly in the chairs 
and .on the desks of the criminal court 
room iu the ancient court house through 
thu long session oC to-day, will never 
forget the scene. From 10 o'clock iu the 
morning until 3 p. St., with oue hour's iu. 
termissiou, they listened, half entranced, 
to the words fulling so rapidly from the 
lips of tho assassin of Garfleld as Iu; uar- 
ratodtho events which culminated in tho 
death of his victim. With ported calm- 
ness and coolness the assassin told his 
terrible 
tale. 
At 
times , ho 
be- 


came 
excited, 
but 
it 
was 
be- 


cause of some annoyance in the present 
rather than ot a recollection of tho past. 
He gesticulated wildly at times, and 
anon pounded on tho broad railing be- 
fore him, but it was all by way of em- 
phasis. 


There was not tho slightest trace of re- 
gret tor the dead or remorse tor his deed 
m anything that he said. Ho would havo 
been just as impassioned had he been 
detailing tho circumstances of the assas- 
sination of Julius Oiosar. Ho is highly 
dramatic in manner. He is always verv 
earnest. Ho speaks ns passionately us he 
thinks intensely. To-day, skipping the 
fateful Saturday iu July, 1,0 went over 
his history for tbe past threo years, iie- 
giiiniug with his sououd lecture tour 
(rom Uostou west to Iowa, uud thoucct 
East again, he lived over his experi- 
ences aurins the months prccediii" last 
July. 


Tho throng in the court-room was tvhat 


it has boon since the trial began. In 
obedience to Marshal Henry's ni-at little 
admonition tho audience was very order-" 
ly and quiet. 


When Judge Oox and First Comptrol- 
ler Lawrence took seats ou the bench, at 
a few minutes after 10 o'clock, tho audi- 
ence, the experts, the correspond outa, 
counsel, jury, and witnesses wero in 
place, the room looked as it does every 
morning—like a bijou theater ou a "first 
night."

Ho was especially annoyed when close 
pressed iu examination.

throughout marked shrewdness. He did 
not leave the stand until 12 o'clock, when 
ho became too hungry to procsed without 
"dinner, and was granted an hour's 
grace to eat it in. 


After eating a substantial meal tho as- 
sassin was brought back to the court- 
room and his tale was resumed. He lec- 
tn*ed *o & great audience and ho knew 
it. He spoke with animation, sometimes 
waxing eloquent as he employed the arts 
ot the 
orator and piled picturesque 
phrases one on another. 
He was very 


entertaining. He held universal atten- 
tion. The changeful moods of the man 
were wonderful in their number arid in- 
tensity. Judge Porter proved his mas- 
ter in the little cross examination he con- 
ducted just before adjournment.

badgered the witness not a little as he 
pressed him closely about hia inspira 
tion. To-morrow morning he takes him 
in hand again.

He declared 
hat a .supernatural power prevented him 
rom taking money from hia pocket to 
jestow foolish alms, and that somo day 
ho world would know that he was not the 
grasping, avaricious and narrow-minded 
nan ho was accounted. He nevertheless 


pod secretly many worthy persons, 


aid after his death it was discovered 
hat not a few merchants had been 
aved by him from financial cmbnrrasH- 
uent ana sorrow.

, WUD Mpcrs. . Marshal Henry, a par- 
-ticnlfirlriead of his, however, told mo 


that tho President told him that he 
thought ho would die on the 19th of 
Novuiubor oi last year, his forty-ninth 
birthday..: General Garfield was never 
in any way what might be called super- 
stitious, thongh he was a prcat believer 
In dBtoa, .aj»<jucnco3 ami coincidences. 
The"He\vKhgla'nd stock which peopled 
the West ftro like him in that respect. 
Garficld'sjnilnd" was analytical, and he 
gavo such .matters more attention than 
most people do. I will give you an in- 
cident illustrating what I moan. On 
the 19th of Juno of the present year 
the Army of the Cumberland (of which 
General Garfield was a distinguished 
and honored wad I an humble member) 
had a grand reunion. Not one of tho 
party thought about the date until 
Judge Devcns, of Massachusetts, in re- 
sponding to tho toast, "Tho Ladies," 
accidentally referred to it, adding that 
the selection of tho date of the dinner 
was a happy ono, in view of the fact 
that it was the attniversnry us far as 
the date, but not tho month, was con- 
cerned, of one of the largest battle.? of 
tho Army of the Cumberland. 
" A few minutes afterward, in speak- 


ing to the Pro. ;idont, I asked if he had 
noticed the similarity of his nomination 
with that of Lincoln. He said he had. 
And I, without thinking of it, said 1'rov- 
idence may have tho same destiny for 
you. 
He did not answer for awhile, 


remaining silent and thoughtful. Then 
he said: • The Mrst Western man elected 
to tho Presidency was Harrison, of In- 
diana. Lincoln was elected in I860, and 
I WHS elected in 1880.' Thinking that 
we had not noticed tho jumps of twenty 
years lie si»id"40, '60 and '80, what does 
that mean? Then again,' said the Pres- 
ident, 'look at the part Indiana has 
plaved in it. Besides having the honor 
itself iu Harrison's case it'was Indiana 
that turned the scales and made Lincoln 
tho Republican nominee and President- 
It was Indiana by Den. Harrison, a 
grandson of President Harrison, that 
cast the vote of Indiana that made me 
tho nominee and President.' Then, 
tapping his .finger on tho back of his 
hand, he repeated 1840, 1860, 1330." 
"l>id he continue the sequence?" " O, 
yes. 
Said he, • Harrison died while ho 
was President and in tho White House; 
Lincoln was assassinated while he was 
President; what will become of mo?' 
Of course, this put us all, or at least tho 
little group tnat sat around him, think- 
ing of coincidences, and I asked the 
President if he had noticed a Shakes- 
pearean quotation on Marcus Ward's 
business calendar of. tho (latO ho was 
nominated for President. He said ho 
had received at least fifty of them from 
different persons, all of whom called his 
attention to the peculiarity of the quo- 
tation. It was from Julius Ctesar: 'O 
that a man might know tho end of this 
day's business ere it comes.' In view of 
all the circumstances this was a remark- 
able incident, and it had considerable 
effect on the President. While he did 
'not believe in special acts of Providence, 
ho liked to talk of such things and rea- 
son out conclusions. The incident fol- 
lowing his nomination was in the same 
line. I published it during tho cam- 
paign after securing the President's per- 
mission, though I then stated it was 
on information furnished by General 
Swaira. It was furnished by Swaim 
first and by the President afterward. 
While on his way to .the building in 
which the Convention was held, a man 
handed him on thp street :i circular or 
dodger of some kind. Ho says he first 
supposed it was a railroad advertise- 
ment. He was about throwing it away 
when he noticed that it had extracts 
from tho Scriptures on It. Not having 
time to read it then, he crushed it up 
and put it into his pocket. On the close 
of that day ho ,waa nominated, and be- 
fore ho loft thg Convention he had re- 
ceived luindrads of telegrams extending 
congratulations* Going to his room, he 
emptied his pockets on a table, telling 


i Swaim ^tp save those that should bo 
i aaveil ttitd *Mtroy those that should be 
i destet>y*«. General Swaim was doing 


this when he saw tho crumpled paper. 
Opening it he read it, and was so struck 
with the quotations that he saved it un- 
til General Garticld returned, when he 
road it. Garfield told me it made tho 
hair' -of hfs- head almost stand on cud. 
There were two quotations. The first 
was .thin: 'The stone which the build- 
ers rejected, the same is become the 
head of the corner.' The other was: 
'Neither is there salvation in any other: 
For there is none other name under 
heaven, given among men, whereby we 
must be saved.' The connection of tho 
two quotations lay in the fact that Gar- 
tield had never bean spoicen of as a can- 
didate before the Convention, and that 
he waa about tho only man who could 
bring the factions of the party as exist- 
ed then together and march through to 
victory. Ho combined tho party as 
hardly another man could. The 19th 
was au important date in his Hto. It 
was tho day of his birlh, of his greatest 
triumphs, ami finally it was tho date of 
his death." 


Wetting Fat on One Meal a Day. 


Dr. C. E. 1'itgc scuds to the Joitrnni 


of Chemistry an account of experiments 
.'made to show that one meal a day is 
enough for a man: 


"S. N. S,, twenty-eight years old, re- 


solved to adopt the one meal system, 
and did so. leaving oD° meat and all con- 
diments, as salt and pepper, and eating 
chiefly wheat meal bread and fruit, the 
bread made from unsifted meal and 
mixed with water only, nor salt nor 
bread 
raising 
devices—unleavened 


broad.' Within seven months his weight 
increased from 145 pound* to 170 
paondi, and his strength of both body 
and mind had increased in proportion. 
Hto labor had been severe; no is a ma- 
chinist and an inventor, working ton 
hours every day, and doing a good deal 
of practical and profitable -thinking at 
the same time. It is now a full year 
•inee he came to one meal, and the 
weight gained has been maintained, 
and his health is perfect. During the 
last winter, for the purpose of testing 
the sufitciefioy of one meal of pure food 
lor tho most trying labor, ho worked iu 
an iron foundry for three months, and 
notwithstanding tho"'extre1ino and . fre- 


quent changes of temperature incident' 
to the work, on cold mornings with the i 
mercury'below zero and in in the after-! 
noon 120 degrees above, and all hands 
sweating like rain, he had not a 'cold': 
for the winter, and was the only em-: 
ploye thus exempt. He had formerly 
been subject to frequent attacks of the' 
above disease. His daily ration con-, 
gists of six ounces to nine ounces (ac- 
cording to labor) of Graham flour, be-; 
sides fruit sufficient to supply all the 
liquids necessary—half a dozen apples 
or their equivalent in other fruit. 
He 


is rarely thirsty, but sometimes, if too 
little fruit is taken at me«l time, ho 
takes a small draught of water in the 
course of the day. 'This meal is taken 
at night, after entire feoovery from 
fatigue, usually at about seven o'clock. 


During the month of May, 1881, just 


passed, lie gained sixty hours, or six 
full days, working extra hours at his 
bench.sometimes working right through 
to midnight, and taking his 'breakfast' 
after a short rest, before retiring. No 
man in his employ had gained so much 
ticae. He has occasionally madp a trial 
of bolted Hour bread, but has invaria- 
bly experienced a loss of weight and 
strength. 


"My own experience goes far to 


prove the efficiency of tho above regi- 
men for either tho brain or muscle 
worker. I am now taking but one meal 
a day, and find myself perfectly nour- 
ished, weight and strength maintained, 
on about fourteen ounces of unleavened 
wheat-meal broad, to the mastication of 
which I devote an hour or more. I 
find that six cold gems, weighing about 
fourteen ounces, without even butter or 
milk, chewed deliberately and thor- 
oughly dissolved by the juices of tho 
mouth, will sustain me much better 
than when oaten warm with butter or 
milk, or both together added, and eaten 
as fast as ono naturally eats hot rolls 
and butter or bread and milk. Consid- 
ering the manner in which people in 
general bolt their food, it is not strange 
that a large proportion of it fails o! di- 
gestion. 
Starch foods cannot bo trans- 


formed into pure blood entire, except 
so far as tho change is begun in the 
mouth. 


"Until a few months ago I took my 


food in tho morning, but I find the 
evening a bettor time. During the day 
the brain and muscles can havo every- 
thing their own way, without interfer- 
ing or hindering digestion, and at even- 
ing, after a sullicient rest, there is per- 
fect tranquility of body and mind and 
'leisure to digest.* I had never boen a 
'good sleeper' until I adopted this sys- 
tem of diet. People who eat several 
meals a day do well to take tho last 
one early, and tho lighter they make it 
the better, but dyspeptics may rest as- 
sured that, of itself considered, the 
evening meal is not tho cause of their 
wakcfulness or troubled dreams. When 
I ate three meals of a mixed diet, I 
could not make tho last one simple 
enough to give mo complete rest at 
night, but now, when rested from my 
day's labor, I can cat my full vegeta- 
rian meal and sleep like a well-fed babe. 
I could give quite a number of exam- 
ples like the foregoing, of one-mealera, 
did space permit, all tending to prove 
the superiority of vegetable over ani- 
mal diet, and of the entire wheat over 
tho most scientifically impoverished 
article."

What Bees Accomplish. 


By far the most serious difficulty in 


tho process of honey collecting by boos 
arises from the extremely minute quan- 
tity of nectar which each flower yields, 
and from its being dilute—in some cases 
so poor in saccharine matter that its 
sweetness is not appreciable ;to tho 
tongue. Tho strength of the sugary 
iluid varies in. different flowers, and 
even in the same flower at different 
times. Consequently tho most direct 
way of estimating tlic yield of honey is 
to ascertain the actual quantity of sugar 
in each flower. This can easily be done 
by chemical methods. If wo take a 
large number of flowers, wash out their 
nectar and determine the sugar in tho 
solution, wo can calculate from the 
number of flowers used tho average 
amount of sugar in each flower with the 
greatest precision. 


Experiments conducted iu this way 


showed each flower of the fuchsia to 
contain little more than the tenth part 
of a grain of sugar. In monkshpod the 
amount was rather loss than the tenth 
part of a grain, while in tho everlasting 
pea it was found to be rather three- 
twentieths of a grain for each flower, 
In smaller flowers tho quantity is pro- 
portionately loss. Thus each flower of 
the little naturalized American: water- 
blink only contained six-hundrodths of 
a grain, and in those minute flowers 
which grow together iu compact mass* 
cs tlio amount was still smaller. 
A 
raceme, consisting of twenty flowers of 
the vetch, only yielded livo-humlredths 
of a grain, or a littlo over one five- 
hundrcth for each floret. One Ihcad of 
.common rod clover gave a little over 
one tonth of a grain (exactly. 1224). 
Now each head of clover contains about 
sixty distinct flower tubes, each of 
which must therefore have a portion of 
sugar not exceeding tho one five- 
hundredth part of a grain. 
The 


proboscis 
of 
tlio 
boo must con- 


sequently bo inserted into five hundred 
clover tubes beforo ono grain of sujrar 
can bo obtained. There are 7,000 grains 
in a pound, so that for every pound of 
sugar procured in this way 3,500,000 
flower tubes must bo emptied. Honey, 
however, only contains throe-fourths of 
its weight of dry sugar; so that every 
pound of honey is equivalent to more 
titan two and a half millions of clover 
tubes sucked by boos. 


• This shows what an amazing amount 
of labor they must perform. Their in- 
dustry would appear to bo indispensa- 
ble to their very existence. These 
amounts also reveal to what an extent 
the visitation of flowers must go ou in 
tho insect world, and Iieln us to under- 
stand how it is that flowers are so de- 
pendant on insects for fertilization, .so 
thut wo can well believe the forms of 
flowers to havo boen determined in ref- 
oreneo to the insects frequenting thorn, 
and that tho colors of the petals may 
serve to attract insects by way of ad- 
vertisement, as colored bills attract the 
eyes of busy men. This view of the use 
of color and odor in flowers may seem 
to smack too much of trado and com- 
merce, nevertheless it is the view to 
which science now gives undivided 
support. We havo boon so long accus- 
tomed to look on the beauty of the 
floral world as if it were exclusively for 
man's gratification, that it is difficult 
for us to believe that the delicately 
perfumed and showy petals- of the rose 
and lily should be primarily intended 
for tho bcnclit of tho plant possessing 
them. But it must be remembered 
that each organism lives for itself, boa 
its own laws, aud docs not possess any 
organ which is exclusively for the ad- 
vantage of another.—Good Words.

The 
supply from Iceland is very limited, 
aud only amounts to 7,000 lumnds per 
year. 


Fur-Bearing Animals of Maine. 


_ Tho value of the fur business done 
in tho State of Maine annually exceeds 
$100,000. Tho largest individual dealer 
is a man in Brewor. who handles §35,- 
000 worth per year. The number of 
fur-buyers in the State is not lave. 
Their chief sources of supply arc°in 
the regions at tho headwaters of the 
Androscoggiii, Keuncbccand Pcnobscot 
Rivers, and the streams, entering into 
thorn. Sportsmen and occasional hunt- 
ers furnishes few pelts, but the bulk of 
tho furs is furnished by tho professional 
trappers. There are many .hundreds of 
men iu Maine who earn their living and 
support their families by hunting,'trap- 
ping and fishing, and who do nothing 
olso, except, perhaps, act as guides fo7- 
pleasure-seekers in tho summer months, 
for tho whole year. Thoy ai-o just about 
starting now, and will remain till the 
latter part of November. Every year 
the fur catch decreases, and the bounds 
of tho trapping-Hues arc gradually be- 
ing more limited. While game of" most 
kinds is retreating further into the for- 
est and becoming .scarce, it is said that 
the number of nioose and door, which 
are protected by law, is increasing. In 
numbers tho musknit exceeds any other 
kind of game trapped for its fur in Maine 
aud handled in Lowistou. They are 
caught in a. common rat-trap, and fifty 
of thoso small traps are sometimes set 
by one trapper. Immense quantities of 
them arc caught. Eight or ton thousand 
of them arc shipped from Lewiston an- 
nually. 
Most of them are exported to 


Germany and Italy, where the skins arc 
dyed and furnish a popular fur lining 
and ladies' apparel. Thoy are amon«- 
tho cheapest of furs. 
A very largo. 


quantity of skunk fur is also shippfrd 
from this city. It is used for trimmings 
in this country, and is often passed,off" 
for Alaska seal. Tho larger part of,the 
skunk catch probably goes to Franco 
and Germany. Tho otter is ono of the 
most valuable and rare fur-bearing'an-* 
imals trapped in Maine. Not morolhan 
1,000 
otters arc annually caught in tho 


whole State. The skins make a beau- 
tiful warm fur, which is highly valued 
by tho Russians, Greeks and Chinese. -*- 
Lewiston (Me.j Journal. 


Slavery and Religion In Egypt, 


A recent traveler in Egypt sends us 


the following illustration of tho endless 
diflicultios tho Khedive has to overcome 
in the slow progress of interior reform. 
Indignant that slavery should still flour- 
ish m his realm, Towfik jPaslui. wished 
to decree its total abolition 'in advance 
of the stipulations of - our treaty with 
Egypt, which gives them until 188±.aud 
1889 respectively, but before takln^ 
such an important stop ho sent and con- 
sulted the Sheik-uUslam. Though ful- 
ly sharing the views of the temporal 
ruler that slavery was an abomination, 
the ecclosiatic objected to its wholesale 
abolition on tho ground that the eman- 
cipation of individual slaves waa one of 
tho most meritorious of acts, and that 
the Prophet had conceded this right to 
his followers as a means of atoning for 
their sins. In other words, that slavery 
must be maintained, as slaves arc vc- 
quired as human conscience-money to 
whitewash Mussulman backsliders, and 
the Kncdivo has not the power to de- 
prive the faithful of a divine privilege. 
This happened as recently as July last; 
Towfix Pasha had to submit, and'lo re- 
nounce for the present his project of 
Immediate emancipation.-- Pall
